the Reader. 


T He Amthonr of this dewout worke) 
hath ſet forth in 4. volumes MMec- 
ditations s Fo principall Miſteries of 
the whole Life & Paſſion of our Sauionr: 
The two firſt containe the life of our S4- 
ionur. The third intreateth of the Paſſio: 
The fourth of the ſenen Principal feſti- 
wities of our B. L aDv: and of the ( omn 
of the Saintes: that us of the eApoſiles, 
Martyrs, Confeſſours, & Virgins m ge- 
nerall. 

But as in the Paſſio of CHRIST our 
Sauiour doth chiefly appearethe exceſſe of 
hrs lone to mankind: ſo hath alſo this au- 
thour in handling the ſame Paſſion ex- 
ceeded his owne | ra ſpirite which a- 
bundanly hee ſheweth in all the reſt, For 
which Ru52 hr for that alſo this part was 
firſt of all athers ſet forth by the authour 
himſelfe: I preſet unto thee(dentont Rea- 
der ) firſt this ht: volume of the Paſſion, 
| which thou maieſt w/e as an aſſay or aſt 
vntill thou hane the reſf. 

But tothe end thou maiſt not be oner 
long delaied, but hane fpcedely ſomewhat 
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rherwith to delight thy ſpirit: and for the 
preutting alſo of many dangers, towhich 
ſo long a worke might be ſubteft wnto in 
thes difficulties: I bane denided this third 
volume into .4. partes. The Firſt begin- 
neth at theTewes _—— againſt our 
Saniour: and reacheth vnto our Lordes 
delinery wp to the Gentiles, that 5 toP1- 
| late. The ſecond goeth forward wntill hee 
come to Mount Caluary. The third con- 
taineth that which paſſed on Mount Cal- 
uary. The laſt ſhall ſet forth the thinges 
which ſucceeded vntill the coming of the 
holy Ghoſt. Neglett not gentle Rea- 
der to benefit thy ſelfe by ſo great 
a treaſure: & pray vnto God 
that we may be long able 
topromde the like 
for thy com= 


fort,

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Lmightie G 0 Þ hauing determi- 
ned that <Aorſes thould builde 
him a Tabernacle : appearinge on the 

lountaine, ſhewed i1im a ſampler and 
| paterne,accordingto which, he would

perfect & pleaſing to his Maieſtie, whe

' crucified, on whome as vpon a finme & 
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ſure foundation we muſt orounde and

vnto CIoiſes: that it ſufhiceth not only 
to behould: that is ro ſay, to conſider 
with our mindes,the life and ations of 
CHrr1sTourpatern: butalſo it beho- 
| ueth ysto doc, that is to imitate him 
with our workes: As alſo the bride- 
oroome inthe Canticles doth infinuat, 
ſpeaking ynto his Spoule theſe effeu- 
| all wordes. Pore me vt ſignaculum ſu- 
per cor tuum, vt ſignaculs ſuper brach:- 
wn tuum: Place me asa ſcale vpon thy 
hart, & as aſeale vpon thy arme, where 
CHnRIsrT, afterhe had put the Church | 


his Spouſe in minde of that exceſle of 
_—_ charitie 
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| Charite which in his Death and Paſſion 
' he had fo manifefily expreſſed, for gra- 
| titude and recompence of ſo great louc 
demaundeth & requelteth her, to haue 
in continuall remembrance rhis fo fin- 
 ouler a benefitte, according vato the 
counfaile of the wiſe man: Gratiam fi- 
dertſſoris tine obliuiſcaris, dedit enim 
pro te animam ſuam , Forgett not the 
frendhip of thy ſuertie, for he hath gi- 
uen his life for thy ſake, And this is that 
litle bundle of Mirhe which the Spouſc 
defired to harbor between her breaſts: 
inſtructing euecry fairchfull ſoule eſpou- 
ſed to Chriſt by faith, ro hauc him con- 
tinuallyin remembrance by often con= 
ſidering with deuout affection, and by 
frequent meditating the anguiſhe and 
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the neceſſities of his infancie: the wea- 
rines of his Trauailes, the labours of his 


tinuall Praier, the tentations of his Fa- 
Kings, the teares of his compaſhon, the 
Perſecutions and deccites of his ene- 
mies, and the daungers of his falſe bre- 
thren. in like manner, the Accuſations, 
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Preaching, his often Watching & con- 


affliction of our moſt bemigne Sauiour: | 
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the Infamies, the Iniuries, the Diſgra- 
ces, the Spittings, the Buffets, the De- 
rifions, the Whippings, the Thornes, 


and the Nailes: adioining alſo vnto ſo 
many branches ofthis odoriferous bun 
dlc, the mirhe which was giuen him to 
| drinke on the Mountaine: and the Gall | 
wherwith he was fedd on the Crofle. 
From this remembrance and confi- 
deration of the workes which our Saui- | 
our wrought for our profite and com- 
moditie, will ariſe a lame of moſt fer- 
vent loue which will kindle in our harts 
Pſal.38: | that heauenly fire wherot ſpeaketh the | 
Prophete, ſaying: I» Meditatione mea 
exardeſcet ignis, In my Meditation fire 
i | ſhall be kindled, | 
By meanes wherof we ſhall remaine 
wholly enflamed with loue of ourRe- | * 
deemer and Benefatour. And this is 
it which he chiefly defireth, that wee, | 
conſidering how he loued vs and gaue 
him ſelfe for vs, 'ſhoulde loue him and | 
carry him as a ſcale alwaies engrauen 
in our hart, 
But becauſe as S. Gregory ſayeth the | 
loue of God is not idle but worketh | 
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reat matters where itis: butifitrefu 
Ph to worke, than is 1t not loue at all: 
which our Sauiour him ſelfe had faide 
before when as he ſpake vnto his Dil- 
ciples theſe words: Si diligitis me man- 
data mea ſeruate. It you loue me keepe 
my commaundementes: For this cauſe 
this ſpouſe of ours is not cotented with 
the onely remembraunce and confide- 
ration of his benefittes to moue vs to 
loue him, but farther defireth that we 
carry him as a marke vppon our arme, 


and as a ſfeale imprinted in our handes: 
which then we do performe, when we 
conforme all our actions, maners, and 
conuerſation to the life and doctrine of 
CHRIST: when in cuerything we en- 
deuourto imitate the examples which 
he hath propoſed ynto vs, his Humility 
his Charitie, his Obedience, his Pati- 
ence, his Meeknes, with the reſt of his 
vertues: Secing for this cauſe he came 
into rhe world and became man, that 
foras much as wee coulde not imitate 
him as God in his diuine operations, at 
leaſt wiſe we might follow him as man 
doing humane works vpon earth: whe 
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finallye wich leacing a life worthye of 
CHRIST We reuelt our felues with the 
ſame CnkIsT, as the Apoſtle willeth 
vs, writing to tne Romanes, [zauimini 
Dominum leſun Chriſtum, Put you on 
our Lord IEsvs Carisrt. 

Now to attaine to theſe two ences, ' 
that isto ſay, the love of CyRIST& 
his imitation, wherin the whole perfc- 
Aion ofa chriſtian man confiſteth: al- 
beit all the miſteries of his holie lite | 
do greatly auaile ys, not-withitanCing 
theſe of his Paftion and Death are of 
much more efficacie, to enflame our 
hartes with his loue, to mouec our wills, 
and ſlirre vp our mindes to the defire 
and obtaining of thoſe vertues which 
patticularly do ſhine inthe ſame, 
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For how-bcitour Saviovk inthe | 


courſe ofhis lite, ſhewed great varicty 
of vertuous examples, yet neuertheleiſ 
his laſt actions, were eucry one of chem 
excefles, and meruailous examples of 
all vertue: in manner as the fire then 
forceth it ſelfe to ſhine brighteſt, when
